Drug dealers using historic Epsom Salts in cocaine 


Epsom’s most famous export is 
being used by criminal gangs to 
prepare illegal drugs. 

Drug dealers use the salts, or mag¬ 
nesium sulphate, to add weight to 
pure cocaine or to purify crystal 
meth, a powerful amphetamine. 

Forums on the internet teach step- 
by-step how to use Epsom Salts, 
which were first discovered in the 
town in 1618, for both purposes. 

A man was recently jailed in Birm¬ 
ingham for his part in a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound drug smuggling ring 
which used Epsom Salts and glucose 
to cut high quality amphetamines 
into smaller batches. 

Yesterday there was concern 
among residents about its illegal use.

Epsom Protection Society Secre¬ 
tary Malcolm Boyd said: “It’s a 
shame that the good name of Epsom 
is associated with that kind of activi¬ 
ty. It’s deplorable really. 

“We certainly don’t wish to be asso¬ 
ciated with it all,” he added. 

Epsom Salts were discovered by ac¬ 
cident in 1618 by the farmer Henry 
Wicker. He found the mineral in 
water which had gathered in one of 
his cow’s hoofprints as he grazed on 
Epsom Common. 

The town then became a famous 
spa until the chemistry of Epsom 
Salts was revealed in 1695 and people 


realised magnesium sulphate was a 
very common substance and could 
be found in other places. 

Nowadays, Epsom Salts is market¬ 
ed by several different companies 
around the world, and has no rela¬ 
tion to Epsom town apart from car¬ 
rying the same name. 

It is not the only controversial use 
for the chemical. There has been a 
demand for Epsom Salts in the Span¬ 
ish bull-fighting industry for several 
years as a handful of it, given to the 
bull in time, makes it edgy and dis¬ 
tracted, and no risk for the matador. 

A spokesman for Surrey Police 
said: “Surrey Police is aware that 
powder-based drugs are often ‘cut’ 
with other substances to decrease 


their strength and increase prof¬ 
itability 

“This problem is not specific to 
Surrey and any guidance for 
chemists would be issued national¬ 
ly.” 

But not everyone was worried. 
Tom Dethridge, former Chairman of 
the Epsom Protection Society said: 
“I wouldn’t be terribly concerned 
about having Epsom’s name related 
to it myself. 

“As in the saying, no publicity is 
bad publicity”

Worcester Park station was 
rewarded with a Secure Sta¬ 
tion award last month, by the 
Department for Transport 
and the British Transport Po¬ 
lice. 

The scheme requires sta¬ 
tions to achieve standards in 


preventing and reducing 
crimes and pass a survey on 
whether passengers felt se¬ 
cure when using the station. 

The accreditation followed a 
£1.8m investment by station 
owners South West Trains in 
a team of rail community offi¬ 
cers, who patrol stations and 
trains on the network in an at¬ 
tempt to provide a safer rail¬ 
way.

Arrests after bus swoop 


A police car intercepted a bus 
and officers arrested two 
teenagers they suspected of 
trying to steal bicycles from 
outside Epsom train station. 

Passengers of the 293 bus 
going towards Morden were 
surprised when a police car 
stopped in front of it, on Epsom 
Road, Ewell Village, to prevent 
it from moving, and an officer 
boarded the bus to question and 
search two youths in hooded 
tops. 

The two 15-year-olds from 
Mitcham had boarded the bus 
in Epsom High Street, just out¬ 
side McDonald’s. 

They were dressed in black 
tracksuit trousers and black 
tops, and told to step outside 
the bus. They were asked if 
they had any tools on them. 
Both said no and were told by 
the officer they would be 
searched. 

Another officer then boarded 
the bus and found a JD Sports 
bag containing a pair of bolt 
cutters. The boys were told they 


were arrested on suspicion of 
going equipped to steal. 

They were taken into custody 
at Staines Police Station and in¬ 
terviewed. 

According to Surrey Police, it 
was the first time they had 
come into contact with them, so 
they have been referred to at¬ 
tend a youth intervention clinic 
where they will receive a for¬ 
mal final warning. 

A spokesman for Surrey Po¬ 
lice said: “Police were called by 
a member of the public who 
saw two boys trying to steal bi¬ 
cycles from outside Epsom sta¬ 
tion at around 3.15pm on 
Monday. 

“From the descriptions given, 
CCTV operators noticed two 
similar boys boarding the 293 
bus in Epsom High Street 
shortly afterwards. 

Officers stopped the bus and 
searched the pair, finding a pair 
of bolt cutters inside a sports 
bag.”

The alleged killer of William 
Buckingham was granted bail 
in a court hearing this week. 

Bus driver Daniel Press, 23, 
who was remanded in custody 
last Wednesday in Reigate Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court, after being 
charged with murder, made an 
application for bail at the Old 
Bailey and was granted it for an 
£80,000 surety. 

He remains in custody until 
the money is paid. 

His sister, barmaid Alyssa 
Press, 28, and the mother of his 
two children Kerry Barnett, 23, 
also appeared in Reigate Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last Wednesday, 
charged with perverting the 
course of justice. They were 
both granted bail at the time. 

Mr Buckingham, from Mor¬ 
den, was killed when he was 
struck by a car on the A24 Lon¬ 
don Road, Ewell, on Saturday, 
September 27. He died later that 
day. 

A post mortem examination 
at the Royal Surrey County Hos¬ 
pital found he died after suffer¬ 
ing severe head injuries. 

Police are still forensically ex¬ 
amining a car that is believed to 
be connected to Mr Bucking¬ 
ham’s death. 

Mr Buckingham had been out 
drinking with friends at the 
Star pub in Ewell Village. When 
walking with friends he was hit 
by a car that mounted the pave¬ 
ment.

An anti-chewing gum cam¬ 
paign has been a 100 per cent 
success in Bookham, accord¬ 
ing to Mole Valley District 
Council. 

Even Leatherhead, a chew¬ 
ing gum hot-spot, has shown 
a marked reduction in gum 
thrown on the ground 

Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil was one of 15 local au¬ 
thorities chosen by the 
Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) to run public aware¬ 
ness campaigns to help com¬ 
bat the problem of 
chewing-gum litter. 

The campaign ran for four 
weeks beginning in early Au¬ 
gust using bus stop advertis¬ 
ing and posters to help raise 
awareness of the existence of 
fixed penalty notices of up to 
£80, which can be given to 
any individual caught drop¬ 
ping their gum. 

The council’s street care 
team monitored the 10 worst 
areas in Mole Valley for 
chewing gum on the pave¬ 
ment - five in Leatherhead, 
four in Dorking and one in 
Bookham. 

The team measured the 
amount of gum on the pave¬ 
ments before and after the 
campaign and reported that 
overall there was a 36 per 
cent reduction in the amount 
of gum they had to clear 
away.

Ice cream king’s home 
could scoop lot of lolly

The former Sutton home of the fa¬ 
mous ice cream impresario 
Thomas Wall has been put on the 
market for a cool £475,000. 

Christies estate agents have been 
instructed to sell the Blythewood 
property which was bought with 
early proceeds from the Wall’s 
firm. 

Thomas Wall moved to 12 
Worcester Road in 1897 as he trans¬ 
formed his small family meat pie 
business into a sausage empire. 

He lived there until his death 33 
years later, by which time the 
world-renowned Wall’s ice cream 
was enjoying sweet success. 

Today Blythewood has been mod¬ 
ernised into an upmarket three- 
bedroom property, with a secluded 
garden, glass-fronted ground floor 
rooms and a double garage. Only a 
brown heritage plaque bears testi¬ 
mony to its significance. 

Richard Killoughery, a sales 
manager at Christies in Cheam,

said: “Trading in sausages and 
pork-pies, Wall built the family 
business into a national one. 

“His long-held concern about the 
number of staff he had to lay off 
each summer, due to the British 
public’s aversion to eating pork 


during the summer months, led to 
the birth of the now famous Wall’s 
ice cream brand, which today is a 
multi-million pound operation 
owned by Unilever.” 

The big blue W logo and the ad¬ 
vertising slogan, “Stop me and buy 
one,” announced Wall’s ice cream 
to an adoring public. 

In an era before refrigerators be¬ 
came regular fixtures, customers 
were told their ice creams bricks 
would keep for “up to two hours” 
while wrapped in newspaper. 

Wall, born in 1846, refused sim¬ 
ply to get fat on the profits of his 
business. A committed philan¬ 
thropist, he financed several local 
education centres and founded 
Sutton Adult School, which has 
since been developed into the 
ground of Sutton United FC.

Seven years ago Eric Howell lay 
dead for four minutes on a cold 
tennis court after a heart at¬ 
tack. 

Luckily his fellow player was 
a nurse who brought him back 
to life before the ambulance ar¬ 
rived 20 minutes later. 

The experience set Mr Howell, 
71, on a path to a healthier 
lifestyle and the former prison 
officer now uses his role as a 
councillor to promote the game.

Banned governor looks to get re-elected 


A school governor who was banned 
from its premises after speaking out 
against unruly pupils is planning to 
stand again, despite the headteach¬ 
er’s disapproval.

this year’s election because the is¬ 
sues have still not been addressed 
and I have a great deal of support 
from parents who have told me that 
what I did was right.” 

The election results will be an¬

thority tried to keep him out of the 
loop. He said: “Although every other 
parent received a nomination form I 
didn’t, I had to ask for one. They are 
doing their utmost to try and stop 
me being a governor.” 

Louise Austin, headteacher at 
Dorchester Primary school said 
that for Mr John to stand would be 
inappropriate. She said: “Mr John 
has every right to apply for the role, 
but he is under investigation be¬ 
cause of his conduct. The governing 
body do not think it is appropriate 
that he stands again after he 
breached confidentiality policies. 

“Raising behavioural issues was 
not his role, his role was to work 
with the headteacher and our rela¬ 
tionship broke down. If he were re¬ 
elected, it would be very difficult.”

PhonepayPlus, the phone-paid service 
regulator, formally known as ICSTIS is 
aware of the email which is circulating. 

A spokesman said: “The chain email 
refers to a service that was shut down by 
us in December 2005. We subsequently 
fined the company that was operating 
the service, Studio Telecom, based in Be¬ 
lize, £10,000. The service is no longer 
running and has not been since Decem¬ 
ber 2005. 

“You do not need to contact us, or the 
Royal Mail, about this service as it was 
stopped almost three years ago. 

If you receive a copy of the email 
warning you about the alleged scam, 
please do not forward it to others. In¬ 
stead, please forward this statement 
from PhonepayPlus.”

Looking for relatives to 
mark war heroes death 


An airman killed in a wartime plane 
crash will finally be honoured at a service 
to commemorate those that died. 

Sergeant Air Gunner Leslie Cox was 
part of an eight-man team on board the 
Halifax bomber when it crashed over RAF 
Faldingworth in Lincolnshire on Decem¬ 
ber 16,1943. 

The crew - part of a heavy conversion 
unit which trained airmen from medium 
bombers to heavy bombers - are not on of¬ 
ficial rolls of honour because they were 
not lost in combat. 

Now local historians want to pay tribute 
to the airmen by holding a commemora¬ 
tion service in September 2009 in Falding¬ 
worth village. 

Colin Mitchell-Smith is appealing for 
relatives of Mr Cox, who was 21 years old 
when he died, to come forward so they can 
attend the ceremony. 

Mr Cox, who was buried in Sutton Ceme¬ 
tery, is listed by the War Graves Commis¬ 
sion as the son of Mr and Mrs Thomas 
Henry Cox and stepson of Lily Cox, of 
Cheam. 

Mr Mitchell- Smith said: “These men are 
not officially recognised because they 
were not lost in combat, but we know that 
many of them had served on operations 
abroad and had already gone to hell and

back. They were fighting in the same war 
as everyone else and were themselves a 
tragedy of it all, they died in a horrendous 
crash. 

“Without them we wouldn’t be who we 
are today so it’s only right we commemo¬ 
rate their lives.” 

Mr Mitchell-Smith said the service 
would also remember men from the Polish 
Bomber Squadron, who operated from the 
same airbase. The retired 73-year-old said 
the idea for the service had sprung from 
years of growing interest in RAF Falding¬ 
worth. 


Last year Mr Mitchell-Smith and friends 
constructed a memorial on the end of the 
runway in honour of the Polish Squadron 
and Halifax crew. 

He said: “This service will be the next 
step to give them a proper commemora¬ 
tion. 

“We’d really like to get in contact with 
the family to invite them to the service so 
if anybody reading this can help, please 
get in touch.”

Unemployed number rise 10 per cent 


Unemployment has leapt in the 
last year as the credit crunch 
hits Carshalton and Walling- 
ton. 

Government figures show the 
number of people out of work 
in the two towns has risen 
from 1,064 to 1,174 since 
September 2007. 

The number of people claim¬ 
ing jobseeker’s allowance has 
risen by 10 per cent. 

The news came as it was re¬ 
vealed that nationally unem¬ 
ployment soared by 164,000, 
more than 10 per cent, in the 
quarter to August, while the 
number of people claiming 
jobseeker’s allowance in¬ 
creased for the eighth month 
in a row. 


The Government has been 
warned that unemployment 
could spiral to three million 
after the biggest jobless rise 
since 1991 left 1.79 million peo¬ 
ple looking for work. 

Member of Parliament for 
Carshalton and Wallington, 
Tom Brake said: “With these 
figures set to rise even further 
as the full force of the events 
of the last few weeks trickle 
down to the rest of our econo¬ 
my and my constituency, what 
has the Government done to 
prepare the country and our 
economy to deal with this cri¬ 
sis? 

“The Government has saved 
the banking sector, it must 
now turn its attention to un¬ 


employment and inflation. 

“Real families all across 
Britain are set to suffer hard 
times over the coming months, 
not just those working in the 
Square Mile.” 

Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown vowed to do all he could 
to keep people in jobs, pointing 
out that unemployment was 
higher in America, Germany, 
France and Italy than in 
Britain. 

The Prime Minister said one 
way to tackle unemployment 
and climate change at the same 
time was to train people to in¬ 
stall loft insulation.

£100 in costs and £15 victim sur¬ 
charge at the hearing on Septem¬ 
ber 25. 

Executive member for the envi¬ 
ronment Coun Colin Hall said: 
“We will not tolerate littering in 
our borough. 

“This double prosecution shows 
Sutton Council is serious about 
tackling the problem and we won’t 
hesitate to impose fines on those 
people that litter our streets.”

It is the only health trust in Lon¬ 
don to be labelled “excellent” for 
the quality of its services and use 
of its resources at its London and 
Sutton branch three times run¬ 
ning.

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Safest buses but 
sex crime rises

Sutton has won praise for running the 
safest buses in the capital, even though 
sexual attacks and drug dealing are soar¬ 
ing on the network. 

New figures from Transport for Lon¬ 
don (TfL) show dedicated officers helped 
to cut robberies by a third and criminal 
damage by 21 per cent. 

Transport heads were less keen to dis¬ 
close there were five times as many drug 
offences or that sexual crimes increased 
by 83 per cent on last year. 

TfL has claimed some offences appear 
to be rising simply because the network 
is being policed more vigorously. 

Steve Burton, director of community 
safety enforcement and policing at TfL, 
said: “The fact that robberies on the 
buses have gone down by a third in the 
past year is great news for the people of 
Sutton and shows the really positive ef¬ 
fect the safer transport teams have had 
in bearing down on bus related crime. 

“By increasing the numbers of police 
on the buses in this borough, we have re¬ 
duced crime overall. You are now even 
less likely to be the victim of theft, rob¬ 
bery or violence when you get a bus in 
Sutton than you were last year. 

“Sutton’s Safer Transport Teams are 
really getting to know their communities 
and are a visible deterrent to those who 
intend to commit crimes. 

“Hopefully passengers are feeling the 
difference.”

Struggle to make 
opportunity equal 


Equal opportunities have progressed 
slowly at Sutton Council over the past 
year but barriers to recruiting and retain¬ 
ing disabled people and young people 
must still be broken down, a report says. 

The report by Sutton Council shows that 
in 2007/8 there was a fractional increase 
in the overall employment of people from 
black and minority ethnic groups but a 
small and significant increase in those in 
senior jobs earning £35,000+pa. 

The proportion of women employed in 
senior jobs earning £35,000+pa also in¬ 
creased marginally, but it was a mixed 
picture for the proportion of disabled peo¬ 
ple employed in senior positions. 

Figures show there was a slight drop

since 2006/07 in the disabled workforce 
and there was also a reduction in the pro¬ 
portion of young people aged 16-24 em¬ 
ployed over the past year.

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Soul survivor’s story 



His tale: Simon Russel and his book Hole in My Soul SU 23447

A businessman who lost his 
£150,000 job to scrape a living on 
benefits due to manic depression 
has written a book about his expe¬ 
riences. 

Simon Russell, 49, of Carshalton, 
has been sectioned twice under the 
Mental Health Act, undergone vol¬ 
untary ECT treatment and lost his 
job three times because of his ill¬ 
ness. 

The father-of-two who was diag¬ 
nosed with depression in 1996 after 
three years of ill health has also 
been declared bankrupt after rack¬ 
ing up a £150,000 debt and blowing 
£3,500 in one weekend in the height 
of one manic episode. 

Triggered by the stress of his ex¬ 
hausting high-profile job, the pres¬ 
sure of paying his two children 
through private school, separation 
from his wife and an on-going 
bowel problem, the illness de¬ 
stroyed Mr Russell’s former “envi¬ 
able lifestyle”. 

Hole in my Soul is Mr Russell’s 
attempt to explain his destructive 
journey through a collection of 
poems charting his life and 
thoughts. 

Mr Russell said: “By the end of 
my journey I had lost everything of 
value - my family, friends and emo¬ 
tional security, my career and fi¬ 
nancial well being, my house and 
home and my physical and mental 
health. 

“Most critically of all I had lost 
myself and I knew that without a 
clear understanding of my own 
identity I would not have the abili¬ 
ty and confidence to regain any of 
what I had lost. 

“I had an enviable lifestyle and I 


lost it all. There was precious little 
that I could do about it as I was up 
against a power far greater than 
my own.” 

Mr Russell, who is now in the 
process of getting his life back by 
starting his own business, said he 
hoped his book could help raise 


awareness of mental health issues.

Travel business employees go 
back to basics in action plan 


One of the borough’s biggest 
companies, tour operator 
The Newmarket Group, has 
gone green. 

The company has been tak¬ 
ing significant steps in mak¬ 
ing its business more 
environmentally-friendly.

With the help of Smarter 
Travel Sutton, the company 
put together a travel plan 
including encouraging 
employees to cycle to work. 

Employees took away 
pedometers, back packs, rain 
macs, maps, and cycle acces¬ 
sories to help them turn 
motivation into a new habit. 

Ms Martin said: “It has 
been a great success. We 
introduced the cycling 
scheme so people would not 
create as much pollution on 
the way to and from work.

First, it out¬ 
lines a structural transformation 
of the regulation of national and 
international financial systems, 
and major changes to taxation 
systems. 

Second, it calls for a sustained 
programme to invest in and 
deploy energy conservation and 
renewable energies, coupled with 
effective demand management. 

Dr Lucas also backed a pro¬ 
gramme of free insulation for 
every home in Britain to create 
jobs, cut fuel poverty and reduce 
carbon emissions. 


The tax-free way to cycle to work and get fit

People who cycle to work will get 
50 per cent off the value of a new 
bike under a scheme. 

Under the bike to work plan 
Cycle Solutions, staff can choose 
a bicycle and cycling equipment 
up to a value of £1,000. 

Any business can adopt the 
scheme. Sutton council is urging 
businesses to sign up to save em¬ 
ployees money, get them fit, and 
help the environment. 

In a Government tax-break, 
staff can sign up to an 18-month 
contract and pay a monthly sum 
straight out of their wages. 

Those who sign up to the 
scheme will not pay income tax, 
national insurance or VAT on the 
bikes. The only catch is at least 50 
per cent of the bike’s usage must 
be for work purposes. 

There are only minimal admin¬ 
istration costs to businesses that 


adopt the scheme. 

However, these are offset by na¬ 
tional insurance savings an em¬ 
ployer makes. 

Councillor Colin Hall, execu¬ 
tive member for environment on 
Sutton Council, said: “Cycle to 
work schemes are a great way to 
encourage more staff to choose 
cycling for their daily commute. 

“For less than £10 a month and 
no initial deposit, they could get 
a new bike and make major tax 
savings, not to mention the 
money they would save if they 
are switching from the car or 
public transport. 

“The benefits for business in¬ 
clude less money spent on park¬ 
ing spaces and a fitter, more alert 
workforce - at no extra cost.”

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Know the symptoms 
and catch them early 

Feeling down in the dumps? Many people ignore 
the signs of mental illness until it is too late, as 
ELEANOR HARDING reports 


MENTAL 


it's everyone's business 



New beginnings: Getting help early can get your life back on track quickly 


Mental illness is like cancer: catch 
it in the early stages, and it doesn’t 
have to be a life sentence. But many 
people refuse to seek help and the 
more ingrained it becomes, the 
harder it is to beat. 

About 3 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion experience a psychotic 
episode, or bout of mental illness, 
at some time in their life. 

If left untreated it can lead to ill¬ 
nesses such as schizophrenia or 
bipolar disorder, which can disrupt 
family life and work and require 
hospitalisation. Some extreme 
cases can result in problems with 
the police. 

Dr James Woolley helps run an 
early intervention service to stop 
this happening. His team of profes¬ 
sionals visit patients in their 
homes or at cafes outside work 
hours, providing support to get 
their lives back on track. 

He says: “We meet them on their 
own terms in a place acceptable to 
them. Not in a hospital or a clinic. 
Everything we do is in consulta¬ 
tion with the patient. 

“People should seek help early 
and not be put off by the stigma of 
mental illness, because recovery is 
expected.” 

The service, run by South West 
London and St George’s Mental 
Health NHS Trust, employs doc¬ 
tors, psychiatrists, careers advi¬ 
sors and occupational therapists 
who tend to every area of a pa¬ 


tient’s life. 

Expertise is even available in 
housing, benefits and legal mat¬ 
ters, and the patient can be entitled 
to weekly visits from a care worker 
for three years. 

The formula works. About 80 per 
cent of patients are still in work or 
education after 18 months’ treat¬ 
ment, while for those 
left untreated that figure 
is 20 per cent. 

Symptoms of early 
“psychosis” or mental 
illness include suspi¬ 


ciousness, depression, anxious¬ 
ness, mood changes, sleep distur¬ 
bance, appetite changes, confusion 
and lack of motivation or concen¬ 
tration. 

Psychosis often kicks in during 
late teenage years or early adult¬ 
hood. If you experience any symp¬ 
toms over a long period of time, 


visit your GP who can refer you to 
your local team. 

Dr Woolley adds: “Traditionally a 
lot of mental health services have 
only got involved when things are 
very problematic and people are 
very distressed. But evidence 
shows the earlier you intervene the 
better you do.”

Emma’s story 

In a few weeks Emma*, 28, from 
Wandsworth, will be donning a dapper new 
suit and going back to work after a five- 
year struggle with bipolar disorder. 

She says: “I was 23 with a new job in 
marketing when I started to feel low and 
lethargic. I couldn’t concentrate, and I was¬ 
n’t performing well. 

“I started hearing voices. It wasn’t scary, 
but it was disorientating. I would hear peo¬ 
ple that I knew telling me their point of view 
about situations, even though I knew they 
weren’t really there. 

“Eventually I told my GP and was re¬ 
ferred to the early intervention service. 
When I was diagnosed I was really upset 
because I had been scared of the stigma 
of mental illness. I’d thought I’d get better 
by myself. But it was also a relief because I 
finally knew what was wrong and it was a 
curable illness. 

“They helped me address different areas 
of my life. It was like having an extra par¬ 
ent. 

“Via cognitive behavioural therapy I 
learned to focus on the positive. If I hadn’t 
received help something awful might have 
happened. I could have got into an acci¬ 
dent because I was being so careless. 

“Now I feel so much stronger so things 
don’t worry me much. I hope the illness 
never comes back, but I know what symp¬ 
toms to look out for if it does. If I had 
known about the service, I definitely would 
have come forward sooner.”

Overton Grange School has become the 
first school in South London to offer 
pupils the International Baccalaureate 
(IB). 

The IB programme is an alternative 
to A-levels and is favoured by universi¬ 
ties and has received backing from the 
university admissions body, UCAS. 

In the past four years the number of 
schools teaching the IB in the UK has 
more than doubled. 101 schools in the 
UK now teach IB to sixth formers. 

On the IB programme, students select 
options - specialising in three - from 
first and second languages, humani¬ 
ties, sciences, maths, and the arts. They 
also write an extended essay of 4,000 


words, undertake a theory of knowl¬ 
edge course and complete 150 hours of 
supervised of creativity, action and ser¬ 
vice time. 

Under the tariff, a common IB score 
of 30 gives a candidate 419 UCAS tariff 
points against just 360 for three As at 
A-level. A top score is equivalent to 
more than six As at A-level.

The Morden association had 
joined the campaign, backed by 
leading politicians and celebrities 
including Joanna Lumley and Lib¬ 
eral Democrat leader Nick Clegg, 
to fight for the soldiers. 

More than 230 people involved 
with the group, including Victoria 
Cross recipient Tul Bahadur Pun 
and mayor of Merton, Martin 
Whelton were at an event in Sut¬ 
ton to mark the victory. 

“It really is great news,” said 
Gam Gurung, chairman of the as¬ 
sociation. “A lot of people includ¬ 
ing some of our members had 
been hugely unhappy that they 
had to fight for Britain in two 
World Wars, Iraq and Afghanistan 
and then fight to live in this coun¬ 
try. 

“We are all very loyal and hard¬ 
working people, not the sort who 
are coming here just to claim ben¬ 
efits. We’re a strong and active 
part of the community and we’ll 
continue to go from strength to 
strength, especially if this judge¬ 
ment paves the way for more 
Gurkhas to settle here.” 

He added: “As an association, we 
want to welcome new Nepalese 


families to the area and help them 
find jobs, or even assist them in 
more straightforward things like 
opening a bank account or finding 
the right school to send their chil¬ 
dren.” 

Revellers at the weekend event 


in the Thomas Wall Centre also cel¬ 
ebrated the traditional Nepalese 
festival of Dashain with a feast of 
traditional food and music.

Let there be lights 


Traders driven mad by plans to rip 
out heritage-style street lights in 
Cheam and Carshalton have won 
their battle to preserve them. 

Transport for London back¬ 
tracked on its decision to replace 
the ornate lights after residents, 
Sutton Council and MPs said it 
would ruin the charm of the con¬ 
servation areas. 

TfL has now agreed to fund an up¬ 
grade of the existing lighting and 
provide extra heritage columns 
where necessary. 

The highway authority had 
claimed the lights in Cheam Village 
and Carshalton needed to be re¬ 
placed because its Streetscape re¬ 
view group claimed they are not 
bright enough and have a limited 
life span. 

But executive member for the en¬ 
vironment councillor Colin Hall

rubbished the TfL research and 
said the council’s own street light¬ 
ing manager had deemed the 
heritage-style lights acceptable. 

Cheam traders also said their 
lamps were only installed five years 
ago. 

A TfL spokeswoman said: “Offi¬ 
cers from TfL and Sutton Council 
met last week to review the options 
for retaining the heritage style 
lighting schemes in Carshalton and 
Cheam. 

“It was agreed that TfL will fur¬ 
ther investigate providing an up¬ 
graded lighting scheme using the 
heritage style lamp post identical 
to those currently in use and 
reusing existing columns where 
possible. 


“This decision was taken in 
recognition of Sutton Council’s 
unitary development plan, which 
reinforces their commitment to 
heritage style lighting in conserva¬ 
tion areas.” 

Member of Parliament for Sutton 
and Cheam Paul Burstow wel¬ 
comed the news. 

He said: “I’m glad that TfL have 
abandoned their plan and are now 
going to work with Sutton Council 
to upgrade the existing lampposts. 

“Local pressure has helped them 
see sense and now we can look for¬ 
ward to better lighting for Cheam 
without any damage being done. 

“I will be keeping up the pressure 
on TfL to ensure that that they re¬ 
spect the conservation status.”

Techniques developed in Swe¬ 
den are transforming the lives 
of patients treated by Epsom 
and St Helier University Hos¬ 
pitals’ NHS Trust. 

One of the country’s leading 
nurses in immunology, Amena 
Warner, who works for the 
trust says that a new home- 
treatment service for people 
with a genetically-linked dis¬ 
order of their immune system 
is keeping people out of hospi¬ 
tal. 

People with the condition, 
known as primary immunode¬ 
ficiency, lack the ability to 
fight infection. This prevents 
them from getting rid of 
germs or protecting them¬ 
selves against them as well as 
they should. 

Amena, who has been in the 
nursing profession for 29 
years, said: “To spend two days 
in hospital once every three 
weeks is an enormous amount 
of anyone’s life. If the patient 
is a young child, it would mean 
having time off school with

parents having to juggle work 
and home life around infu¬ 
sions. The home-treatment 
service is resulting in huge 
amounts of patients’ time 
being saved. It spares them the 
need of coming into hospital, 
so it also reduces their risk of 
picking up an infection from 
another patient.” 

Primary immunodeficien¬ 
cies are genetic, meaning 
there is often a family history, 
but not always. 

Until recently, sufferers had 
to endure a lengthy stay in 
hospital while they received 
the necessary treatment. This 
involved intravenous infu¬ 
sions that went on for many 
hours and, in some cases, 
overnight. 

Patient Anita Henser, from 
Carshalton, said: “I was diag¬ 
nosed with the condition in 
1993 and at that time I had to 
travel to the Royal Brompton 


in London, which meant leav¬ 
ing the house early in the 
morning, having the treat¬ 
ment and not returning until 
very late. I transferred my 
treatment to St Helier about 
five years ago and last year 
started using the home-treat¬ 
ment service. Personally, it has 
given me back control, as well 
as independence, and has 
made me feel much better and 
I don’t have to spend the whole 
day in hospital.” 

The trust’s home-treatment 
service operates from St Heli¬ 
er Hospital - one of the few 
hospitals in England that has 
an immunology day unit. 

Staff in the department treat 
approximately 50 patients 
with primary immunodefi¬ 
ciency each year, across Sut¬ 
ton, Merton, Epsom, as well as 
further afield - some needing 
treatment every week.

Financial picture looks 
rosy at Epsom hospital 


An article in last week’s 
Epsom Guardian wrongly 
implied that funds from 
Epsom Hospital are being 
used to subsidise develop¬ 
ments at St Helier (Our 
hospital’s funds are paying 
for others, October 9). 

The trust’s financial 
standing has improved dra¬ 
matically over the last 18 
months, moving from a 
£5.5m deficit in 2007 to a 
surplus of £827,000 this 
year. 

Furthermore, we are fore¬ 
casting a surplus of £5.5m 
for the end of this financial 
year. 

This change, combined 


with other important posi¬ 
tive financial influences, 
means that there will be at 
least £80m-£100m available 
for Epsom Hospital, exclud¬ 
ing any income we might 
receive from charitable or 
other sources. 

We are currently working 
with our doctors and nurs¬ 
es, as well as Surrey Prima¬ 
ry Care Trust and Epsom 
and Ewell Council, to de¬ 
velop plans for the future 
of the Epsom site. 

We hope to be able to 
launch them in early 2009.

Lance Pierson is a poetry 
evangelist - the performer has 
dedicated his career to pro¬ 
moting the works of his 
favourite poets, including Sir 
John Betjeman and Gerard 
Manley Hopkins in his one- 
man shows. 

Now the latest wordsmith to 
benefit from his zeal is John 
Milton, the author of Paradise 
Lost. 

To celebrate Milton’s 400th 
anniversary, Pierson has 
created a show entitled The 
Paradise Of Paradise Lost, 
which is coming to Leather- 
head Theatre next week (Octo¬ 
ber 28) as part of the Mole 
Valley Arts Alive Festival. 

He will perform the all- 
important book nine from Par¬ 
adise Lost, the epic poem 
which tells the story of Adam 
and Eve’s fall from the garden 
of Eden, and Pierson hopes 
the show will help reinstate 
Milton’s reputation as the sec¬ 
ond most revered English poet 
after Shakespeare. 

He says: “Book nine is the 
most important of the 12 
as it is where Adam and 
Eve give into temptation 
and paradise is lost. 

“The power of the devil 
really comes through 
when it is acted out.” 

In fact, the portrayal 
of Satan is so succes- 
ful that it once lead 
William Blake to say 
Milton was “of the 
devil’s party without 
relaising it.” 

Does Pierson agree? 

“No - Milton is showing 
how attractive the devil and 
temptation can be and points 
to how easy it is to stumble.” 

A committed Christian, Pier¬ 
son’s faith has drawn him to 
Milton and the other poets he 
performs shows about. 

He believes there is common 
ground that brings the likes of 
Betjeman and Milton together. 

Pierson says: “All the poets 
are Christian believers like me 
and they are all battling 
against some misfortune or 
sadness and, as a result, their

writing shares an emotional 
quality. 

“In Milton’s case it was his 
blindness.” 

The fact Milton was blind, 
says Pierson, has given his 
work a power and a musicality 
that perfectly lends itself to 
dramatic adaptation. 

He adds: “Unlike most poets, 
Milton never saw his work 
written down on the page. It 
was all done in his head and 
this certainly helps when per¬ 
forming as it is almost impos¬ 
sible to do badly. 


“CS Lewis’s Narnia and 
Tolkien’s Middle Earth were 
influenced by Milton,” he says. 
“Philip Pullman is a huge Mil- 
ton fan and JK Rowling is in¬ 
fluenced by him too, although 
she is probably less aware of 
it. 

“If you attempt a block¬ 
buster nowadays you can’t 
help but be influenced by him. 
He introduced ideas of space 
travel and shifting body 
shapes into our literature, 
many things we now take for 
granted. 

“Milton also introduced 
more phrases to the English 
language than any other writ¬ 
er, including ‘all hell broke 
loose’ and ‘tripping the light 
fantastic’ - and people say to 
me at the shows they can’t 
believe so much of our 
language came from him.”

“In Samson Agonistes, the 
way he deals with Samp¬ 
son’s blindness is very 
moving. 

“Three of his sonnets also 
dealt with blindness - he only 
wrote 23, far fewer than the 
Elizabethan poets, but they are 
all gems.” 

Pierson believes that, despite 
Milton’s fall from pre-emi¬ 
nence since the turn of the 
20th century, the writer’s influ¬ 
ence continues to have a huge 
impact on English literature.

GHOST TOWN (12A - pictured): 

Ricky Gervais graduates to Holly¬ 
wood leading man in Ghost Town, 
David Koepp’s supernatural comedy 
about a curmudgeonly British dentist 
who discovers he can see dead peo¬ 
ple on the streets of Manhattan. 
Unfortunately, the award-winning

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : PEUGEOT 207 RANGE 


Movin’ on up 


To follow one phenomenal success 
story with another takes some 
doing, but to do it a third time has 
given Peugeot a huge challenge, 
writes Steve Ghosley. 

Its 205 supermini started it all off 
in 1983 and things got even better 15 
years later with the 206, a car that 
was to sell more than five million 
units worldwide. Now the onus has 
fallen upon the 
model we look at \ 
here, the 
latest 
207. 


Priced from £9,295, Peugeot is tak¬ 
ing care that the 207 is positioned 
closely to key competitors like Re¬ 
nault’s Clio and Fiat’s Grande Punto. 

That’s despite the fact that it 
claims its latest model sets new class 
standards in terms of trim quality 
and equipment levels. The design of 
this car follows the corporate image 
seen on other models in the range 
like the 307 and 407 with the large 
‘smiling’ grille and sharky front 

_ light clusters. The neat 

styling has shades of 
206 about it, yet 



the car is completely different, based 
on the company’s ‘Platform V floor 
pan which it shares with the 1007. 
The striking and rather sporty look, 
which was designed in-house by Peu¬ 
geot’s own stylists, should ensure a 
strong customer following. 

The car is offered in both 3-door 
and 5-door hatchback form or as a 
CC folding hardtop coupe. If you 
need estate versatility, there are also 
SW derivatives on offer. 

Peugeot is offering a choice of six 
petrol and three diesel engines. The 
petrol models offered are a 1.4-litre 8- 
valve unit producing 75bhp, a 1.4- 
litre 16-valve unit producing 90bhp, a 
1.4-litre VTi with 95bhp, a 1.6-litre 
VTi giving out 120bhp, plus 150 and 
175bhp 1.6-litre turbo options. 

The diesel offerings are all second 
generation common-rail high-pres¬ 
sure direct injection powerplants 
and start with a 1.4-litre HDi produc¬ 
ing 70bhp. This is followed by a 1.6- 
litre HDi 16-valve delivering 90bhp 
and a range-topping version of the 
same engine with a variable geome¬ 
try turbocharger producing llObhp. 

Sitting inside the 207, you can im¬ 
mediately sense that this car is far 
removed from the 206 in terms of its 
quality and elegance. Plus the 207, 
even in its most basic trim level, is 
head and shoulders above its 


equivalent 206 model in refinement. 

The elegant centre panel houses all 
the usual heating, ventilating and 
audio switches and the binnacle be¬ 
hind the steering wheel features 
three circular dials, mirroring those 
usually seen on a motorcycle. The 
overall effect is very pleasing and 
gives the impression of a very up¬ 
market product. The front seats are 
very comfortable and appear to give 
good support. In the rear, as with 
most vehicles in this sector, the 
available space is rather limited to 
the size of the passenger and driver 
seated in the front. With the front 
seats fully extended backwards, the 
space in the back can be a bit re¬ 
stricted. 

Equipment levels? Well, air-condi¬ 
tioning is available in two specifica¬ 
tions, dual zone manual or 
automatic. Useful features include 
automatic activation of the dipped 
beam, automatic front windscreen 
wipers, electric front windows with 
one-touch automatic reverse control 
and a remote control for the radio 
situated under the steering wheel. 

Safety has been designed into the 
207 and has already earned a five 
star rating from the EuroNCAP 
tests. The 207’s front end contains 
two impact absorption structures 
borrowed from the 407 that dis¬ 


tribute impact energy more efficiently 
in the event of a collision. Sill rein¬ 
forcements and tubular bars in the 
doors aid structural rigidity. 

Numerous airbags are installed in the 
207 and the front two ‘adaptive’ airbags 
have a dual-generator function that can 
vary their pressures according to the 
severity of the impact.

Romero has 
firm warning

Olympic cycling champion 
Rebecca Romero has warned 
Britain’s record medals haul in 
Beijing must not be taken for 
granted. 

The Carshalton-born 28-year- 
old, who won gold in the indi- 
vual team pursuit, was one of 
47 medalists in the Far East as 
Team GB finished fourth in the 
table behind China, the USA 
and Russia. 

The cycling squad alone 
accounted for 14 gongs - of 
which eight were gold - to 
raise expectations of a repeat 
on home turf in 2012. 

But Romero, the first British 
woman to win medals at two 
consecutive summer Olympics 
in two different sports, reckons 
the country must not expect 
too much of its athletes 
between now and the London 
Games. 

“The fact we did so well in 
China has really raised expec¬ 
tations and it has changed peo¬ 
ple’s attitudes towards the 
Olympics, especially the 
so-called minority sports,” she 
said. 

“The diffulty is going to come 
when people start expecting 
great performances too soon. 

“People will have to step 
things up another level just to 
cope with the added pressure.” 

Romero is hoping her success 
can inspire others to similar 
achievements in 2012. 

“I haven’t trained since I got 
back because I’ve been so busy 
with public appearances,” she 
said. 

“That is an important part of 
the four-year Olympic project, 
because our stories can hope¬ 
fully inspire the next genera¬ 
tion.”
